One report aald the Red army 
had broken German defenses along 
the Sluch river and was thrusting 
toward Sarny, which was 35 miles 
within Poland in 1939. 
Vatutin's 
main weight appeared to be strik- 
ing south in a supreme effort to 
reach the Black Sea and thus trap 
a half million or more 
Germans 
still fighting In the Russian Uk- 
raine. 


American and British troops of 
the Fifth army launched a strong 
attack on A ten • mile front 
ap- 


proaching Cassino, a key to Rome 
and gained a mile generally along 
the entire muddy sector. 
Russian troops extended 
the 
great Kiev bulge nearly 35 miles 
Inside the prewar Polish Ukraine, 
approaching 
Sarny, and 
drove 
south through captured Berdichev 
toward the Rumanian frontier in a 
supreme effort to trap upwards of 
d half-million nazls fighting In the 
Dnieper bend. 
Attack Stettin and Berlin. 


British bombers heavily atacked 


the baltlc port of Stettin, an Im- 
portant link in sealanes to the 
Russian front, while smaller Mos- 
quito planes again struck Berlin,

night. The American lost 25 heavy 
bombers and 12 fighters and de- 
stroyed at least 95 German planes.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Jan. 6.—(/P)—Mud-caked Am- 
erican troops, opening a

awaited Fifth Army offensive with 
British troops on a 10-mile front 
in driving sleet and rain, have 
smashed and battered their way 
inside the pillbox maze of San 
Vlttors where they are fighting 
the Germans hand to hand for 
possession of the remaining half 
of the town, Allied headquarters 
announced today. 


The American 
and 
British 
ground .forces, supported by wave 
upon wave of American Invader 
dive-bombers 
which 
twisted 
through low-hanging clouds to lay 
salvos of bombs on the enemya 
gun positions, advanced an aver- 
age of a mile in the first day of 
their offensive 
on the 
10-mile 


front, Ailed headquarters said. 
The advance was on a front five 
miles wide on either side of the 
Via Casiiina, the main road to 
Casslno and Rome. 
The British surged forward in 


the five mile southern half of the 
sector from a point west of Rocca, 
while the Americans swept down 
from the heights around San Vit- 
tore on the north side of the road 
west of Venafro.

going to affect post-war problems. 


HU query was, of course, purely 


by way of making conversation, be- 
cause he knows all the answers al- 
ready. Still, he was asking a ques- 
tion which a lot of folk are debat- 
ing. 


Well, what's the answer? First

it's fairly obvious that If the

should 
suffer a 


wholesale collapse, the Muscovites 
might Indeed be marching down 
Unter Der Linden before an Anglo- 
American army could arrive.

President Roosevelt, in a report 
placing 
total 
lend-leaso aid to 


America's allies at $18,808,000,000 
through Nov. 30, declared 
today 


that 1944 "will be a year of decis- 
Ice actions In the war." 
He declared the United Nations 


had increased *holr powers to do- 
feat the axis and had "beaten back 
our enemies on every front." 
At allied war councils at Tehe- 


ran and Cairo a few weeks ago, the 
President said, plans were made 
for major offensives which will 
speed victory. 
"With the closer unity achieved" 


he asserted, "we shall be able to 
strike ever increasing blows until 
the unconditional surrender of tho 
nazls and Japanese." 


He credited lend-lease with in- 


creasing the power of allied offen- 
sives, emphasizing tremendous In- 
creases In shipments of munitions. 
It was his thirteenth report on 


lend-lease since the program be- 
gan In March, 1941, 
and 
it was 


transmitted to the secretary of the 
senate and clerk of the house. 


Up to the end of November, the 


program, which was described as 
"an essential element of United 
Nations strategy," took 13.5 cents 
out of every dollar of American 
war expenditures. 
Flow Now Lessoning, 


Although the first eleven months 


of 1943 accounted for ¥10,356,000,000 
of the total of lend-lease aid, com- 
parde with $7,009,000,060 m all of 
1942, 
a table In the report showed 
that the flow had been

A decree Issued yesterday spe- 


cifically prohibited news, editori- 
als and advertising wliich may "en- 
danger public order," "disturb tho 
good relations tho nation main- 
tains with friendly countries" or 
contain statements "prejudicial to 
public officials, private Institutions 
and private citizens generally," 


At tho same time, newspapers 
were required xo publish all gov 
ernmcntnl communiques and other 
official information as the subscc 
rotary of .state directs.
